States  during  the  third  quarter  of  the  igi-l-O-Ul  crop  year  v;cre  alrnost^^iisS^Sei 
larger  than  the  corresponding  three  months  last  season  and  well  ahove  other  recent 


years,  ;ic(i;ording  to  the  Fcdoral-Statc  Market  News  Service,     Crushings  Janua.ry 
through  March  amounted  to  10,222,000  l^ushcls,  "bringing  the  season's  total  since  July 
1st  up  to  27,25^,000  TDushels.    This  compares  ^;dth  23,Ui!-2,000  hushels  during  July 
through  March  last  season  and  19,361,000  hushcls  tao  years  "back. 

Crushings  again  were  largely  of  domestic  flaxseed.     Inrports  iocrcased  modoratcl; 
compared  with  earlier  i'n  the  season  hut  wore  v-ell  holow  the  similar  qua-rter  in  other 
recent  years.    Imports  placed  at  3,990,000  "bushels  hrought  the  season's  total  since 
July  1st  up  to  7,863,000  "bushels  or  a"bout  2,200,000  "bushels  less  than  July  through 
March  last  year  and  ahout  6,500,000  "bushels  less  than  two  years  "back. 

Reflecting  the  increased  crushings  and  reduced  imrports  of  foreign  seed,  the 
near-record  sup-olies  of  d.omestic  flaxseed  this  season  have  disappeared  at  the  most 
rapid  rate  in  recent  years.     Supplies  of  flaxseed  remaining  at  April  1st  were  placed 
at  13,793,000  "oushels  or  almost  twice  those  of  a  year  ago#    However,  a  comparison 
of  April  1st  stocks  with  total'  eupxtjllcs  of  35i03o,000  loushols  at  the  "beginning  of 
the  season  points  to  a  disappearance  of  21, 2)4-5, 000  >-^shels  during  July  through 
March.    This  compares  v.lth  15,282,600  bushels  during  the  corresponding  nine  months 
last  year  and  6,3^9,000  "bushels  two  years  "back. 

Movement  of  linsoed  oil  continued  relatively  heavy  duA"ing  the  third  qua.rter 
and  v/as  placed  at  157,266,000  pounds,    Bxiports  remained  light  and  totaled  only 
1,3^+7,000  pounds  "but  factory  consujrrption  increased  to  I06, 787,000  pounds  and  other 
domestic  disappearance  was  the  larrgcst  in  recent  years  and  totaled  '+9,132,000  pounds 
Distri"bution  during  the  third  quarter  "brought  the  total  for  the  first  nine  months 
of  thq  19^10-^1  crop  year  up  to  i-l-D3 , 911 , 000  pounds  or  ahout  56,000,000  more  than 
the  corresponding  three  qua.rters  last  season  and  a"bout  103jOOO,000  pounds  more  than 
during  July,  1938  throtigh  March,  1939-
